GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhab- 
itants of said town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
town affairs to meet in the Town Hall on Monday, the 
third day of February next, at ten-thirty o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles. 


Article 1. To elect all necessary Town Officers, 
Moderator, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Tree Warden, 
Elector under the will of the late Oliver Smith of Hat- 
field, Six Constables, each for a term of one year; one 
member of the Board of Selectmen, one member of the 
Board of Assessors, one member of the School Commit- 
tee, two members of the Library Trustees, each for a 
term of three years. The polls will be opened at 10:30 
in the forenoon and kept open at least four hours and 
for such further time as the majority of the voters shall 
direct, but in no case will they be open after six o’clock 
in the evening. 


Article 2. To receive and act on all reports to be 
made at said meeting. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
list of men nominated by the Selectmen to serve as Jurors 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To determine the manner of repairing 
the highways, townways and bridges the ensuing year 
or act anything thereon.

Article 5. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name 
of the town any or all outlying parcels of land owned by 
the town or act anything thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to defend all suits that may be brought against 
the town, employing counsel when same may be necessary 
or act anything thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to make a new agreement with the Western 
Massachusetts Electric Company for maintaining and 
supplying electricity for the streets of the town. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as shall be deemed neces- 
sary to defray the current expenses of the current finan- 
cial year or act anything thereon. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1st, 1942, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with General 
Laws Chapter 44 §17. | 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of sale, in 
some convenient place in Town, fourteen days at least 
before the sale, property taken by the Town under tax 
title procedure provided that the Selectmen, or whomso- 
ever they may authorize to hold such Public Auction, 
may reject any bid which they may deem inadequate, or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen, to co-operate with the County and State 
under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws 
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of the State of Massachusetts. For the maintenance of 
Route 63. (Hockanum to North Hadley road), and to ap- 
propriate the sum of ($2,500.00) twenty-five hundred 
dollars, the Town’s share of the expense, and to appro- 
priate the sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars, 
the State and County’s share of the expense, and in an- 
ticipation of re-imbursement from the County and State 
under the provisions of this chapter, the Town’s share to 
be raised by taxation and the County and State’s share 
to be taken from the Excess and Deficiency Fund and re- 
turned to the Excess and Deficiency when received from 
County and State, or take any action thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to co-operate with the State under the 
provisions of Chapter 81 of the General Laws, and to 
vote to appropriate the sum of seventy-two hundred fifty 
($7250.00) the Town’s share of the expense, and to vote 
to appropriate the sum of eighty-seven hundred ($8700.) 
the State’s share of the expense, in anticipation of re- 
imbursement under this chapter, such sums to be taken 
from the excess and deficiency funds, the State’s share to 
be returned to the Excess and Deficiency fund when re- 
ceived, or take any action thereon. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of five hundred, ($500.00) for the purpose 
of financing any Civilian Defense expenditures or take 
any action thereon.

Report of State Audit

and accounts of the town of Hadley for the period from 
December 3, 1938 to August 2, 1941, made in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This 
is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. 
Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Hadley for the period 
from December 3, 1938, the date of the previous examina- 
tion, to August 2, 1941, and submit the following report 
thereon : 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books 
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of the several departments collecting or disbursing money 
for the town or committing bills for collection, were ex- 
amined, checked, and verified. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were checked with the records of the departments collect- 
ing money for the town and with the treasurer’s books. 
The payments were compared with the treasury warrants 
and with the treasurer’s cash book. The ledger record of 
departmental accounts receivable was checked with the 
records of the departments in which the charges origi- 
nated. 

The appropriations and transfers as set up on the 
ledger were checked with the town clerk’s record of town 
meetings. | 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance 
was taken off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to 
this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on August 2, 1941. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and checked with the records of the de- 
partments collecting money for the town and with the 
other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury. The payments were compared with the treas- 
ury warrants approved by the board of selectmen author- 
izing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the 
accountant’s records. The cash book was footed for the 
period covered by the audit and the cash balance August 
2, 1941, was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance 
with a statement received from the bank and by actual 
count of the cash in the office. 

The payments of debt and interest were proved by 
comparison with the amounts falling due and with the 
cancelled securities on file. 

The savings bank books representing the investment 
of the trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
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listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals were 
verified by comparison with the treasurer’s cash book. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The tax accounts outstand- 
ing according to the previous examination were audited. 
and proved, and all subsequent commitment lists of poll, 
property, and motor vehicle excise taxes were added and 
proved with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded col- 
lections were checked with the commitment lists, the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified, the recorded abate- 
ments were checked with the assessors’ record of abate- 
ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved with the accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the re- 
plies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The tax collector’s cash balance August 2, 1941, was 
proved by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The balance sheet shows that taxes dating back to 
1936 were outstanding on the audit date, and it is urged 
that prompt action be taken to secure settlement of all 
prior years’ taxes. 

The financial transactions of the town clerk were 
examined. The recorded receipts for dog and sporting 
licenses were checked with the record of licenses issued 
and the payments to the State and town treasurers were 
verified. 

The surety bonds filed with the town by the town 
clerk, treasurer, and tax collector were examined and 
found to be in proper form. | 

The receipts for licenses issued by the board of select-. 
men were checked with the record of licenses granted, 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified. The 
surety bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom 
liquor licenses were issued were examined and found to 
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be in proper form. 

It is recommended that a complete record be kept 
of the rentals of the town hall. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were examined. The recorded receipts were checked 
with the record of work done, the payments to the treas- 
urer were verified, and the cash on hand August 2, 1941, 
was proved by actual count. Attention is called to Sec- 
tion 34, Chapter 98, General Laws, which requires that 
all fees collected by the sealer be paid to the treasurer 
each month. 

The records of accounts receivable of the health, 
highway, and public welfare departments were exam- 
ined. The charges were listed, the recorded collections 
and abatements were checked, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and proved with the accountant’s ledg- 
er. 

The receipts of the librarians for fines, etc., were 
checked. The payments to the treasurer were verified and 
the cash on hand September 3, 1941, was counted. 

The accounts of the cemetery commissioners were 
examined. The charges for the sale of lots and care of 
lots were added and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental ac- 
counts, as well as tables showing the transactions and 
condition of the trust funds. 

While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
extended by all town officials, for which, on behalf of 
all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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Selectmen's Report 


The Selectmen submit their report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1941. 


Roads 

The year of 1941 has been a year of continued progress 
in our road program, all main roads in North Hadley have 
been black topped. One mile on Rocky Hill Road has 
been surfaced and it is hoped to finish the remaining sec- 
tion in the next two years. Bay road has been completed 
from West Street to the junction with Route 9. This 
makes a splendid short cut for travel East and South, and 
it is being used more every day, relieving the volume of 
traffic on the Town Hall corner to a considerable extent. 
We hope that Chapter 81 can continue as planned. If so 
we can do considerable surfacing on South Maple Street, 
East Hadley. 

We have abandoned any thought of constructing the 
Three Corner’s Bridge cut-off, which has been surveyed 
and planned for 1942 by the State Board of Public Works. 
The engineering party was on hand for several weeks, 
studying all angles of the proposition. It seems apparent 
that this will be delayed for action after the war and 
listed with other work under Public Works Reserve. 

The State Board of Public Works asked the Selectmen 
to submit a Chapter 90 construction program to be car- 
ried out over the period from 1942 to 1947. The Board 
has outlined a program of work on Route 63, Town Hall 
to Sunderland line, and new bridges on the Maple St. road 
in East Hadley, which will be more than ample to cover 
any work that can be financed. 


Highways 
The Highway Department has received considerable 
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of a setback in the withdrawal of its superintendent, Mr. 
William Chmura, familiarly known as “Bill” by every- 
one. The army has gained a soldier, whereas we have 
lost an executive. Mr. Chmura was particularly able in 
the handling of relations with the general public. We as 
Board found him resourceful and capable; if he erred it 
was mostly because he was willing to believe that every- 
one had his attitude of good will toward the best for the 
town. All work was pushed for production and getting 
the most miles per dollar; in the last few years we have 
bought everything we could to further the progress of 
Chapter 81 roads. The equipment suffered to a large ex- 
tent, but the savings are in the smooth roads that take 
less out of your own cars. 

Mr. Chmura has asked for a leave of absence for 
the duration of the war, which has been granted by the 
Board. Should Mr. Gn return after the war, it is 
understood that he has the refusal of the job as superin- 
tendent of streets, if he so desires. 

Seldom does a public official leave office with a more 
recognized sense of loss by the townspeople. The suc- 
cessful conclusion of the first Red Cross War Drive under 
his direction is testimony to his organizing ability. Good 
luck, Bill. 


Flood Control 

Waterways Division Board of Public Works has made 
a detailed survey of work necessary on the Connecticut 
River shore line, where the bank is washing away, and 
outlined three projects. One section from Coleman’s 
Brook northerly 1800 ft., one section of 2000 ft. on North 
Meadow Plain and one section near cross path dike inter- 
section. 

Work was started on the cross path dike section early 
in the year. The W.P.A. was to furnish the cost of labor, 
with the Town paying for right of way and fill. Under 
adverse conditions the W.P.A. started the job and as the 
few men employed were able to enter private employment, 
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the number fell below five men and the project stopped. 
In November the State opened up the job, paying for 8 
men, a power shovel, 2000 tons of stone, 1000 tons. of 
gravel, the Town furnishing the fill, right of way and 
some trucking and 5 men. We hope this can be completed 
before spring. The job is under the supervision of Mr. 
Leo Sullivan and the work is being done much better than 
we are accustomed to seeing it done. 


Fire Department 


The Fire Department has received so much attention 
this year that it is no more than fair to say that great 
progress has been made. 

High lights of the year include, a new pumper, 
renovations to the station, and the enlargement of the 
plot of land that the Fire Station is located on. 


The fire alarms are being received and answered 
promptly. Fires are being squelched at once or confined 
to the building of their origin. 


The shortage of water at the town reservoir has been 
so serious al] the year since the arrival of the new pumper, 
that the firemen have not been able to practise pumping 
from the fire hydrants to any extent. They have confined 
their activities to drafting from ponds and brooks (even 
the Connecticut River) at all corners of the town. Frequent 
practice sessions have been held and a number of men 
are familiar with the operation of the apparatus. 


It seemed advisable to order some additional fire hose 
in the fall as from all indications there would be little 
available in 1942. This has now become true. The new 
hose has arrived and some of it is now on the trucks. We 
are asking for an appropriation to cover the cost of it. 


We have anticipated that the upper rooms of the 
Fire Station might have to be used as headquarters for 
an air raid warning center, while the station was under 
repair. A register for heat was installed; so far it has 
not been used for it. 
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Special Town Meetings 


A special Town Meeting was held on October 22. It 
was voted to trade in one of the highway dump trucks 
and purchase a new one. At the time it seemed the thing 
to do and subsquent events have verified it. Also voted 
to improve the fire station by the addition of a small room 
to hold the heating apparatus and. some form of auto- 
matic heating unit. 

A special town meeting was held on December 22, 
1942 for the transfer of various small sums of money to 
enable the Town to complete Town transactions for the 
year. 

The Town voted to accept with thanks the gift of 
land on which the fire station now stands, and additional 
land in front of the station and in the rear of the build- 
ing. This is subject to the condition that if the land is no 
longer used for fire protection purposes it is to be returned 
to the grantor. We are indebted to Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Waskiewicz and Mr. and Mrs. Michael Waskiewicz, own- 
ers and proprietors of the Elmwood Hotel, for this gener- 
ous gift. | 


Civilian Defense 


Civilian Defense has been coming to the attention of 
the townspeople slowly. In 1940 Governor Saltonstall 
asked the Selectmen to submit a list of names, so that he 
could appoint a man to serve as Chairman of Civilian De- 
fense in Hadley. He appointed Col. G. A. Taylor, U.S. A. 
Ret. Much has been done in the line of organization. Two 
mass meetings have been held up to this time. The wom- 
en’s branch of the organization is more active than that 
of the men; at the present time they are conducting the 
training classes in first aid and motor transport. 


There are so many of our young men in the Army 
and Navy and so many working on night shifts in nearby 
defense factories, that there is a definite shortage of man 
power to do many of the things expected in civilian de- 
fense activities. 
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However many have taken courses in other towns 
and as a part of their work in munitions factories. Thus 
the situation as regards having a trained populace, is not 
as neglected as it appears to be. Country people are more 
self reliant and as a matter of fact they have been tested 
three times in the last fifteen years by floods and hur- 
ricane. 


Police 

The police department handled many calls this year 
in an unobtrusive manner. Hadley has such a large num- 
ber of police and constables that recently had very little 
if any experience; it was decided to do a limited amount 
of patroling on Saturday nights and Sundays during the 
period of heavy traffic. This was done and many wild 
drivers were stopped and in quite a few cases were taken 
to Court. 

We have received many suggestions from public of- 
ficials in civilian defense positions in Boston to build up 
a home guard and form auxiliary police. It seemed as 
though that with such a large number of police, special 
police, and constables, that we could be taken care of in 
1941 with the men we already had, as they totaled up to 
twenty. 

The year 1942 may be entirely different and as con- 
ditions change, it may be necessary to form a local mili- 
tary guard. 


The Selectmen were asked by the district attorney to 
vote to make the local police force available to any near- 
by city or town in Massachusetts in an emergency. 
December 22, 1941, the policemen and constables were 
asked to attend a meeting at the Town Hall, at which this 
was explained to them. As the result of meeting the 
Selectmen forwarded a copy of the vote to the district at- 
torney, saying that this would be done if requested.

The following is the report of the Board of Regis- 
trars of Voters for the year ending December 31, 1941. 


During the year nineteen hundred and forty-one the 
Board of Registrars held two sessions for registration of 
voters and added forty names to the voting list and re- 
moved forty-two names. The present number of voters 
on the list is six hundred sixty-six males and four hun- 
dred ninety-six females. After January 1, 1942 about 
sixty-five names will be removed from the list. 


In conducting the canvass for the year 1941 there 
were nine hundred six males and eight hundred fifty-nine 
females twenty years of age or older, listed as residing 
in the town. 


In December of the year 1941 the Board of Regis- 
trars conducted a canvass to obtain a list of the men in 
the military or naval forces of the United States and 
listed fifty-eight as being in the military service, eighteen 
in the naval service and four in the marines.

Superintendent of Streets 


"To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The past year, unusual in many respects and mem- 
orable for obvious reasons was on the whole satisfactory 
from the highway point of view. The schedule of work 
to be done, as drawn up by the state supervisors, was ac- 
complished and then surpassed. The purchase and the 
use made of the gravel loader more than offset the in- 
creased cost of labor and asphalt. The addition of this 
excellent piece of equipment to our list is truly a fortun- 
ate and constructive step. Should my praise appear ex- 
travagant, it is also true. The purchase of the new truck 
this past fall was both timely and prudent. With the ex- 
ception of the grader, all our equipment is in very good 
condition. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 90, the North Had- 
ley road, by the Szafir place, and for a distance of 1,200 
feet, was rebuilt. Although under the estimated cost, I 
regret the section is so short. Considering the amount of 
traffic on this highway, between the town hall and North 
Hadley center. I wish to state, with reluctance of course, 
that this is the worst highway in town. Improvement of 
this road, warrants serious consideration, in the immedi- 
ate future. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 81 the following 
highways were graveled and treated with asphalt: 0.9 
mi. on Bay Rd., 1 mi. on Rocky Hill Rd., 0.85 mi. on East 
Hadley Rd., 0.6 mi. on the Plainville Rd., 0.25 mi. on N. 
Hadley Meadow Rd., and French Street. Routine main- 
tenance, such as grading, drainage, patching both with 
gravel and bitumen, cutting brush, etc., on all highways 
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was done under state supervision and in conformity with 
Chapter 81 regulations. Chapter 81 is a blessing to rural 
‘towns, and whoever is responsible for this law being on 
our statue books are statesmen. Cities do not benefit un- 
der its provisions, nevertheless, should I live and pay 
taxes in the largest one, I would still be of this opinion, 

The requirements of national defense and its attend- 
ing consequences, will have some bearing on highway 
work in the future; to what degree, is the question. At 
present, no one knows. It is more imperative now, than 
ever before to face the problems, as they arise, honestly 
and with determination ; to do the best you can with what 
you have, is as good a policy to pursue as any. 

As you know, I shall be away for the duration of the 
war. When that emaciated, weak, and withered plant 
we call good will among men, is nurtured to health again, 
better highways will follow as a natural sequence. My 
five-year tenure in office may and may not have benefited 
our highways. I have no quarrel with either point of 
view. On the whole the experience has been pleasant and 
valuable. Notwithstanding an occasional disagreement 
with the town fathers, I like to believe I have enjoyed 
the trust and confidence of all.

Report of Fire Chief 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Hadley: 


Herewith is my second annual report as Chief of the 
Fire Department. 

During the year ending Dec. 31, 1941 the depart- 
ment responded to 38 calls. 

The efficiency of the department has been greatly 
improved by the new apparatus and other equipment 
purchased during the past year. The new coats, boots, 
helmets and other equipment have added personal com- 
fort and protection to the men. ; 

For an emergency fund to be used in case of personal 
injury to firemen I tried sponsoring a Firemen’s Dance 
which received more criticism than support. Perhaps a 
better way would be to allocate fifty dollars yearly from 
general expenditures until a sum of five hundred dollars 
is accumulated as a reserve fund for such purpose. 

Advantage was taken at the time of the change of 
ownership of the Farrell property to acquire necessary 
land for the new addition on the rear of the present 
building and drive way and parking facilities. 

The new addition houses a modern heating plant 
which could not be installed in the present building on 
account of insufficient space and State Fire Marshal reg- 
ulations. A new overhead door has been installed to en- 
large entrance so that the new apparatus could be stored 
at the Hose House. 

The water hole in Hockanum should be repaired for 
added protection in that section. 

I would recommend for the ensuing year an appro- 
priation of $1,750.00. One thousand dollars to be used 
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for general expenditure, five hundred for hose already 
purchased and two hundred and fifty for Forest Warden 
Patrol as recommended by State Forest Warden. 


I would also recommend posting in a convenient 
place in your homes the fire phone number which is 405.

To the Board of Selectmen: 

The trustees report a book circulation of 5,186 at the 
center, with 96 books added during 1941. There have 
been no plant improvements during the past year, but an 
electric clock has been installed and the chimney cleaned 
and furnace put in order.

Report of School Committee 


Your committee is faced with several pressing needs 
for school repairs. 


1. The floors at Russell School have been in use 48 
years and are badly worn. Splinters break out of the 
beading and dirt is collected and is hard to clean up. 

2. Toilets at Hooker School have served for 20 years 
and need some attention now to plumbing and cement 
floor. Halls at this building are badly cracked and have 
been called to our attention by the State Inspector of 
buildings. Cracks will need filling and the halls painted in 
keeping with the redecorating done in the school rooms in 
1940. 


3. The North Hadley school building has much open 
wiring and the meter is in the attic. We are continually 
pressed to change this and to rewire for more safety. 
This cannot be postponed much longer. 


The teachers requested higher salary ceilings in May 
when their contracts were renewed. We renewed their 
contracts with the promise that the matter be brought 
before the town at the next annual meeting. You will 
find that our recommendations include a raise of $100.00 
a year for women and $200.00 for men teachers. 


Mr. Nicholas Powers resigned his position as Janitor 
at Hooker School. The Committee wish here to recognize 
his many years of faithful service. 


We have now put Hooker School in with the other 
buildings at the center under the direction of Mr. Robert 
Burke as Head Janitor. We have employed Mr. Stanley 
Uchneat as full time Janitor and Bus Driver. We be- 
lieve that there is work for three men full time. Cer- 
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tainly we feel better to have all fires attended while bus 
routes are being covered.

To the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


This annual report as superintendent of schools is 
written and submitted under national conditions little 
imagined when I entered into this district over ten years 
ago. For this reason my own share of it—and I expect 
the same of supplemental portions—will be factual and 
only changes will be mentioned which in my thinking 
would contribute toward our national picture. 

In the elementary grades there was one resignation 
when Miss O’Donnell went from an upper grade depart- 
mental position into the Northampton teaching force with 
a decided raise in salary. One classroom—Russellville 
Primary—was closed and the pupils and the teacher, Mrs. 
Susie Tudryn, were transferred to the North Hadley 
building. Mrs. Zelda Barstow was transferred from 
Noth Hadley to the Russell vacancy. Miss Helena White 
returned to her North Hadley classroom after a year of 
absence by reason of illness. Mr. Reed will mention 
changes in teacher and pupils at the Academy.

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The decrease in grade membership was thirty-four as 
compared to thirty-two in the preceding fiscal year, and 
one elementary classroom was closed where pupils were 
situated so that existing bus routes could take the pupils. 
Owing to the age of one school bus I shall hesitate to sug- 
gest the closing of a classroom which will add to that 
present load. 

From a comparison of the foregoing tabulation and 
the vital figures of the town clerk elsewhere in this book 
it would seem that the first grade membership will de- 
crease for one year and then raise, 

I do believe that one classroom may be closed and the 
grades divided between two rooms without seriously af- 
fecting transportation at the North Hadley building. The 
closing of any room there eliminates heating and lighting 
costs as well as teacher salary; each room has its separate 
furnace. 

This next tabulation shows the distribution and 
source of the pupil transportation. There are ten fewer 
who receive transportation to Hopkins and two more who 
come to elementary buildings.

You may notice that there are twenty-one Seniors 
who come to Hopkins by bus and there are only eighteen 
pupils in the two upper grades at North Hadley. There 
may be further decline in the Academy attendance owing 
to enlistment, wartime industry and pressure of farm 
labor demands so there should result a lighter bus load 
for each bus. 


Without casting any dismay upon their efforts the 
majority of your elementary teachers were graduates of 
normal schools when their courses were but two years and 
there was not then the emphasis upon drawing and physi- 
cal education that the four year teacher colleges now 
stress. Present defense and wartime efforts will prevent 
no doubt the acquisition of this teaching supervision and 
transportation facilities for it. Your Hadley elementary 
pupils will not have the benefits in these subjects which 
the great majority of similar age groups do have in the 
Commonwealth. 

There was active interest in the alien adult classes 
for the two previous winters and very satisfactory pro- 
gress was made by over sixty adults who came and were 
classified into three groups for instruction. To date I have 
not been informed of sufficient people to warrant the re- 
sumption of classes for this winter. 


On a preceding page has been given the financial esti- 
mate for 1942 and it is more than the estimate submitted 
for a year ago. Materials, operating costs and services 
are all effected by wartime taxes and wages and these 
changes make changes in town operating costs except so 
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far as consolidation and the elimination of parallel effort 
is possible. 

All grades above the third have included current 
leaflets and Young America publications along with their 
history and reading studies. Under the present conditions 
of wartime interests these pamphlets provide a ready 
motivation in the reading program. Pupils in the im- 
mediate grades work more industriously on their basal 
reading drills that they more readily may glean the 
thoughts from the current supplemental material. 

Attendance throughout the fiscal year has been satis- 
factory. Needful absence to assist with the family farm 
enterprises is not begrudged. There are other pupils not 
possessed with a brilliant scholastic background who en- 
gage in farmwork on a wider and commercial basis. If 
between the choice of regular school achievement and an 
occasional seasonal pay check results in the pay check then 
low school records and failing marks should be accepted 
as a necessary accompaniment. 

Nicholas Powers retired as janitor of the Hooker 
School in November owing to ill health. Mr. Powers had 
put in many hours a day during his service and had co- 
operated freely with the teachers and officials. The pupils 
respected him. | 

The first break in the membership of the Hadley com- 
mittee during my service in this district came this past 
February when William E. Dwyer did not seek reelection. 
I am certain that I have not worked with a more able com- 
mittee member in my experience. 


As hitherto, my relation with the committee, teachers, 
pupils and townsfolk continues pleasant and I am happy 
in these circumstances.

Principal of Hopkins Academy

This year the total enrollment is 185. Our main 
building is still overcrowded. Visiting educators have 
frequently inquired how we take care of so many in such 
cramped quarters. When informed that a few years ago 
we had a total enrollment of 232, they are more than 
amazed. How we ever did handle that number in so small 
a building is still a mystery to me. But it was done, and 
what is more amazing, the records our graduates made in 
college following those years boosted rather than injured 
our Hopkins reputation. 

Now that the enrollment is dropping a bit each year, 
it is well to consider changes in arrangement of equip- 
ment for the comfort and convenience of the students. 
During those years when our building was so decidedly 
overcrowded, I do not know what I would have done had 
it not been for the planning and ingenuity of Messrs. 
Robert Burke and George Horton. They replaced the 
movable armchairs in the various classrooms with desks 
secured from our closed district schools. Rooms which 
had seemed to be crowded with 20 armchairs were able to 
accommodate 30 of these small desks. The two men also 
found places for cupboards, and book shelves, until every 
square foot was utilized to its utmost. When educators 
have expressed amazement at what has been accomplished 
here, I have freely admitted that much of the credit for 
taking care of the large enrollment is due to the help the 
teachers received from Messrs. Burke and Horton. 


I hope that as the enrollment is gradually reduced, 
these grade school desks can be replaced with desks made. 
for high school students. I cannot recall ever hearing a 
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student complain about the small desks; in fact, their co- 
operation has been most commendable. Yet a desk made 
for a pupil of the 5th grade is not too comfortable for a 
husky senior or junior boy. 

This main building is well lighted, warm and always 
kept in excellent condition by the janitors. Judging by 
the reputation we have made at colleges and other higher 


institutions the building has not appeared to affect the © 


preparation of our graduates for advanced work. In other 
words, the criterion for a successful school used to be, is, 
and always will be the pupil and the teacher. So this build- 
ing, while far from modern in both exterior and interior 
construction, seems to somehow meet reasonably well the 
many demands made upon it. 

The gymnasium each year becomes of more and more 
value to the school and to the community. It has been for 
years a safety valve for the crowded main building. In 
the gymnasium large classes meet frequently for English 
and science. It is our assembly hall, place for debates, 
prize speaking, dramatics, socials, parties, motion pic- 
tures, boys’ indoor athletics, girls’ indoor athletics and 
other school functions. The community frequently uses 
the gymnasium for some excellent purpose; entertain- 
ments, card parties, plays, defense programs and other 
community enterprises. 

As we use this new field house for the second year, 
we are more and more thankful everyday for the wisdom 
used in planning the building. We know of no similar 


‘building which is so wisely planned from the standpoint. 


of convenience, comfort and usefulness. The new stage 
and new quarters for the girls are completed. We feel 
that as these new additions and improvements are used 
by the school and community, the same conclusions will 
apply to them as are now made about the wisdom of the 
planning of the field house. 

Hopkins carries on quite a program of extra-cur- 
ricular work, as you all know. This is made possible by 
the excellent cooperation of the members of the faculty 
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who give freely of their time and energy to debating, prize 
speaking, athletics, dramatics and other school activities. 
To my knowledge no teacher has ever been definitely as- 
signed at time of hiring to an extra-curricular task. The 
assignment has been left to the principal who has en- 
deavored to give special tasks to the teachers according 
to their abilities, training and desires. 

Here are some of the activities teachers are directing, 
and in all instances with enthusiasm and success: Mr. 
Stanne—coach of soccer, coach of basket ball; Mr. Brown 
—coach of baseball and in charge of athletic equipment 
and material; Mrs. Reed—prize speaking, music, and de- 
bating ; Miss Dwyer—senior class adviser, dramatics, and 
debating; Miss Scott—junior class adviser, coach of 
plays, music, prize speaking and debating; Miss McQues- 
ton—sophomore class adviser, Hopkins Arms. Miss Lov- 
ett directs girls in her department in numerous school 
projects—right now they are busy making curtains for 
the new stage. Miss Meeker is freshman class adviser 
and is in charge of girls’ physical training, All of the 
women teachers also assist with class socials, class parties 
and other school functions. 

Some of the outstanding accomplishments of the year 
1941 are: participation with much success in the debating 
and forensic leagues; speaking and debating at tourna- 
ments here and also in the state tournament; Hamnshire 
League soccer champions for the fourth time in as many 
years; Hampshire League basketball champions for the 
third time in the past five years; second place in Western 
Massachusetts Small High School Tournament; selected 
for Western Massachusetts High School Baseball Tourna- 
ment in which we defeated Pittsfield H. S. at Pittsfield and 
lost to Drury at North Adams. 

Looking into the future I hope to see some day the 
addition of a lunch room to the household arts cottage. 
A schedule of classes could be so planned that all boys 
and girls could have a period of 30 minutes assigned to 
them between 11:30 and 1:00 and could have proper time 
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and place for the mid-day lunch. 

Another hope we have is that the present agricultural 
shop may be replaced by a building which will house the 
agricultural department and in which will be a shop 
equipped with machinery for woodwork, and machine 
shop practice. Few boys of high school age know what 
trade or profession they would like to follow. The courses 
which would be given in the proposed building would 
greatly assist boys in discovering the trade or profession 
for which they have both talent and interest. 

We have added to our curriculum this year a course 
in mechanical drawing for senior boys and a course in 
applied mathematics for freshmen and sophomores. There 
is such a demand today throughout this grand old country 
for young men who have some knowledge of mechanical 
drawing and applied mathematics that we feel these ad- 
ditions may be of value. 

There was one change on the faculty during the past 
year. Miss Day, who was married to Robert Ellison of 
Hartford, Ct. last spring, resigned her position at the 
close of the school year. She is a loyal daughter of Hop- 
kins Academy and during her six years on the faculty 
was devoted to her work. She gave time and energy not 
only to her regular work, but to the girls of the basket- 
ball teams which she coached. Miss Mary Meeker, a 
graduate of Mt. Holyoke College last June, was employed 
to fill the vacancy caused by Miss Day’s resignation. Miss 
Meeker won honors in scholarship in college and during 
_ her senior year was president of the French House. She 
has already shown enthusiasm and an excellent spirit. 

No one can prophesy the future with any degree of 
certainty. However it is our duty to encourage young 
people to get all the education they can while they can, 
that they may be prepared to do their best for their 
country whenever their services are needed.

~ School Health Report 


HADLEY, 1941 


To the Superintendent and Members of the 
School Committee— 


The school health program during the year did not 
vary from routine schedule to any great extent. The 
health of the pupils was good, no epidemic prevailed, to 
date, although parents and teachers are warned to be 
alert to the fact that mumps are spreading throughout the 
county, and children should be kept at home if signs of 
infection are observed. 


The importance of personal responsibility in regard 
to good health is given an important place in class in- 
struction throughout the grades. The complete and 
thorough physical examination of all pupils by the school 
physician, the opportunity for dental corrections at mini- 
mum cost through the Red Cross Dental Clinic, the Nose 
and Throat Clinics, Cooley-Dickinson Hospital, the Diph- 
theria Immunization clinic, the x-ray clinic, the State 
Orthopedic clinic, all provided free or for slight expense, 
offers favorable opportunities to develop a sound healthy 
body; all that is required is personal responsibility. 

Motivation for health and stimulation of an interest 
in health promotion and disease prevention can be and has 
been brought about through health teaching, although 
health knowledge does not guarantee good health behavior 
unless practiced, the importance is evident. It takes a 
healthy body and brain to make wise decisions and choose 
wise courses of action, and early start is good judgment. 

So much is demanded of youth today, all efforts 
should be made through home, school and community to 
present and maintain good health standards. The need 
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of a more efficient vision testing device is advocated by the 
State Department of Vision Conservation. One instru- 
ment would serve for all schools in the union and divide 
expense.

To Mr. Hebard and members of the Hadley School 
Committee: 


It is rather difficult to report on the progress in 
music from the middle of the school year, so I shall make 
this report from the beginning of the school year. 

I have visited each room in the Hooker and Russell 
Schools every week and I have been to North Hadley and 
Roosevelt every two weeks. These visits are listed in the 
respective teachers’ registers. If any special programs 
are being prepared we gladly give extra time to perfect 
the work. 

In September our first grades enter and some have 
good melodic voices while many have not found his or her 
Singing voice but have natural ability. After listening 
to the singers for a time they learn that they too have a 
good singing voice. It is a great Joy indeed to see those 
little faces light up when they hear themselves sing a true 
melody. 


By Christmas the majority of the first grade pupils 
are singers. At the end of the year we have very few 
children who cannot sing a song with a good tonal sense. 
However there are a few who do not develop the singing 
voice until the third year. These pupils we usually find 
very good in theory which proves without a doubt that 
practically every child is gaining something from music. 
It is a well known fact that we must have intelligent lis- 
teners as well as performers. 

The three elements of music are developed grade by 
grade, melody and rhythm from the first grade on. We 
begin two-part singing in the fourth grade and increase 
in difficulty the material each year until we feel that 
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some very creditable four-part singing with pleasing tone 


quality was accomplished in the eighth grade. 

We hope that we send the students on to high school 
well prepared to carry on and with ability to read intel- 
ligently music suitable for high school age, a developed 
sense of rhythm, and a knowledge of the limit of his or 
her voice. 

In closing, I express my sincere gratitude to Mr. 
Hebard, the members of the School Committee, principals, 
teachers and pupils for their splendid effort and results 
which come of a keen interest and fine co-operation.
